effective means to eradicate Sow 
Thistle and Quack Grass, The per- 
ennial weeds must take nitrogen 
from the air and = store it in the 
to keep on living.

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ALBERTA IS PROSPEROUS 


Recent figures released by the Provincial Treas- 
urer show that for the first three months of the 1949-50 
fiscal year the Alberta Government has taken in rev- 
enue of $24,662,876. and although expenditures were 
heavy there was an over-all surplus in this three- 
month period of $5,230,042. Should revenue continue 
on this scale the baiance of the fiscal year the 
Alberta Government will take in more than $100,000,- 
000, and there is every reason to believe that this sum 
will come in to the provincial treasury by the end of 
March, 1950, leaving an over-all surplus of more than 
$20,000,000. 

When it is considered that the total revenue of the 
Province in the fiscal year ending March 31, 1935, was 
only $15,697,770, the average resident of the Province 
is beginning to wonder just where the money is 
coming from, since no new taxes have been levied. But 
the answer is simply ‘oil’ and revenue from the sale 
of oil leases, and from all indications this prosperous 
condition will continue as new oil fields are opened 
up. True, increased liquor and motor vehicle taxes 
have been partly responsible for the high revenue of 
the provincial treasury department, but these are al- 
most significant compared with oil profits. 

Alberta is on the threshold of even greater pros- 
perity as the search for oil is intensified, and the time 
may come when the provincial debt will be wiped out 
and still leave sufficient revenue to carry on the de- 
mands of the peopie for better roads, greatly increased 
school grants and special grants to rural and urban 
municipalities for community benefits. This is all a 
possiblity of the future, but with the Province owning 
most of the oil leases, and taking its annual toll of 12} 
per cent of all oil produced, there is every indication 
that the revenue of the Alberta Government will even- 
tually be so great that funds will be available for these 
desired improvements, which now are mainly respon- 
sible for the hich taxation in every community in Al- 
berta.
